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This kiln was built shortly after the Civil War close to 
route 106 across from the now George Sanborn residence. 


Erected around 1870 by John Jones. The mason who 
built the kiln was Seth Saltmarsh. 


The kiln produced charcoal which was put up 30 Ibs. 
to the bag and sold for 50¢. 


St. Paul’s School was once a good customer for the 
charcoal. , 


The Loudon Historical Society attempted to preserve 
the kiln in its original location but was unable to because 
of the new route 106. The society was however able to 
save the brick and are in hopes of reconstructing the old 
kiln.

NOISE ORDINANCE

1. It shall be unlawful for any person to make, con- 
tinue, or cause to make or continue any excessive, un- 
necessary loud noise or any noise which either annoys, 
disturbs, injures or endangers the comfort, repose, 
health, peace or safety of others within the limits of the 
Town of Loudon. 


2. For the purpose of this Ordinance, noise shall be 
excessive and unnecessarily loud if it shall measure fifty- 
five (55) decibels sustained (GDA) at the nearest occupied 
residence from the source of noise. 


3. The making, continuing or causing of noise to be 
made in violation of any of the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance which causes discomfort or annoyance to reason- 
able persons of normal sensitiveness or which endangers 
the comfort, repose, health or peace of residents of the 
Town, shall be deemed and is declared to be a public 
nuisance and the Selectmen may order the immediate 
cessation of such noise. 


4. The following uses and activities shall be exempt 
from this Ordinance. 
a. Noises of safety signals and fire warning devices. 


b. Noises resulting from fire and police and all einen 
- authorized vehicles. : 


c. The unamplified human voice. 


d. Bells and chimes used for or in conjunction with 
religious services. | 


e. Noises resulting from any type of farm machinery. 
f. Noises resulting from any type of machinery used 


in lumber operations or wood cutting, including 
chain saws and skidders. 


5. Any person who violates the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance shall be subject to a fine of Two Hundred Dollars 
($200.00). Each day a violation is committed or permitted 
to continue shall constitute a separate offense and shall 
be punishable as such.

ORDINANCE FOR THE CONTROL OF THE 

REMOVAL OF SAND, GRAVEL, TOP SOIL 

OR OTHER RAW MATERIALS IN LOUDON, 
NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Adopted March __, 1978 by Annual Meeting in order 
to promote the health and safety of its citizens, in accor- 
dance with Chapter 31, Section 41-a of the New Hamp- 
shire Revised Statutes Annotated, as amended. 


Section | — Permit 


1. No person or corporation shall remove or process 
and treat sand, gravel, top-soil, rocks, quarry or other 
raw materials exceeding 5,000 cubic yards other than 
that which is incidental to and in connection with the 
construction of a building on a lot or otherwise maintain 
pit or quarry for the removal of sand, gravel, top-soil, 
rocks, quarry or other raw materials without first obtain- 
ing a permit from the Board of Permit. This Ordinance 
shall also apply to the operation of an “asphalt plant” so 
called. 


2. Every person engaged in the removal or processing 
of materials covered under this Ordinance or otherwise 
maintaining a pit or quarry for the removal of such ma- 
terials upon the effective date of this Ordinance shall 
make application for a permit beginning January 1, 1979 
and shall not operate thereafter without a valid permit. 


3. If the operation for which a permit is obtained shall 
remain substantially idle for a period of one (1) year, the 
permit issued therefor shall be void and any further 
operation shall require a new permit. 


4. Permit fees shall be established by the Board of 
Permit. 
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Section Il — Procedure 


1. Application for a permit shall include a site plan 
showing the boundaries of the whole property for which 
the permit is sought, existing and proposed ground eleva- 
tions of the land proposed for excavation, delineation of 
removal areas, the means of storm water drainage, the 
sidelines of the existing public and private rights of way 
nearest the property for which the permit is sought and 
the location of all existing inhabited buildings on adja- 
cent properties. The Board shall not require such plan 
to be drawn by a Registered Surveyor or Engineer. 


2. A regrading and restoration plan showing final 
grades and plans for replanting and otherwise restoring 
the site as per the conditions established in this Ordi- 
nance shall be filed with the application for a permit. No 
regrading or restoration plan shall contain slopes with 
less than a 4 to 1 ratio unless the Board shall find that 
the nature of the land for which the permit is sought 
renders such a requirement impractical. In no Ge shall 
any slope have less than a 2 to 1 ratio. 


3. Prior to the issuance of any permit a bond or other 
surety in the amount of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) 
for each acre of land to be excavated shall be posted to 
cover the cost of cleaning the site upon completion of the 
work. Fractions in excess of one-half (7/2) an acre shall be 
considered as an acre. In addition a bond shall be posted 
in such amount as the Board shall require to cover any 
damage to roads in the Town of Loudon. 


Section Ill — General Conditions 


1. No excavation shall be made within one hundred 
(100) feet from any existing inhabited building or natural 
body of water or watercourse. 


11 


2. No equipment for sorting, washing, crushing, grad- 
ing, drying, processing and treating or other operation 
machinery shall be used within three hundred (300) feet 
from any public road or street or inhabited building. 


3. Excavation, handling, processing and transport of 
materials shall not be permitted between the hours of 
8:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m. nor on Sundays or other legal 
holidays. 


4. The area of excavation shall not exceed eight (8) 
acres at any one time, exclusive of the area utilized for 
stockpiling and processing materials. 


5. All excavated, filled, or otherwise disturbed sur- 
faces shall be covered to the finished grades as specified 
in the plan submittted with the application for permit 
with at least two (2) inches of humus and seeded with a 
perennial cover crop to assure uniform growth and soil 
surface stabilization. 


6. All excavating, handling, processing and storage 
facilities shall be removed and the area regraded and re- 
stored in accordance with the plan of restoration filed 
with the application for permit within: 


A. Ninety (90) calendar days after depletion of the 
area excavated, depletion of the deposit, comple- 
tion of the work for which the deposit was opened 
and developed as a source of supply; or 

B. Two hundred fifty (250) calendar days after the 
last use of the deposit as a general source of sup- 
ply. 


Section |V — Hardship 


1. Where strict conformity to the requirements of this 
Ordinance would cause undue hardship or injustice to 
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the owner of the land, a permit may be approved by the 
Board provided that the spirit of the Ordinance and pub- 
lic safety, convenience and welfare will not be adversely 
affected. 


Section V — Penalties 


1. Any person or corporation, whether as principal, 
agent, employee or otherwise who violates any provisions 
of this Ordinance shall be fined One Hundred Dollars 
($100.00) for each offense. Each day of the existence of 
the violation shall be deemed as a separate offense.

15. To see if the Town will vote to establish a No Park- 
ing Area on Mudgett Hill Road from the parking lot of 
the Dance Hall on the South, to the North side of the two 
parking lots of the Auction House on both sides of Mud- 
gett Hill Road. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $13,300.00 to be used to improve the 
Village Fire House to accommodate larger fire equip- 
ment. 


17. By Request of Planning Board: To close subject 
to gates and bars Piper Hill Road from just north of 
William Kerr’s house to where it joins Currier Road. 


18. By Request of Merrimack Valley Day Care Center 
Service to raise $40.00 for care of one child from Loudon. 


19. By Petition: To see if the Town will vote to im- 
power the Selectmen to establish a committee to consider 
the needs and uses for a new municipal building, a possi- 
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ble location for such building and possible funding avail- 
able to the Town for construction of such building; the 
Committee to consist of seven persons including one Se- 
lectmen appointed by the Selectmen for staggered terms 
up to three years. 


20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Clerk to accept applications to register new voters for 
the checklist. 


21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,237.00 for the Central New Hamp- 
shire Regional Planning Commission.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1977 


The year of 1977 has been a year of tremendous 
change in the government of the Town of Loudon, both 
in personnel and in operations. We have two new select- 
men, a new road agent, acting police chief, tax collector, 
secretary to the selectmen and several other part or full 
time employees. Our elected planning board has worked 
out very well and our new filing system and office hours 
at the town hall during the day have been very successful. 


Our secretary is Barbara Bohannon from Gilmanton 
Iron Works. She and her husband Richard moved from 
Massachusetts to their summer home in 1974 and are 
now N. H. residents. Mrs. Bohannon has had many years 
experience as a secretary and office manager and found 
that she needed all of her experience to complete our 
filing system, handle our tax map changes, do all the 
typing and make sure that all the state and federal forms 
are filled out and on time. Mrs. Bohannon has done an 
excellent job in a difficult position. 


Our new acting Chief of Police, Dave Greenwood, is 
enrolled in the Police Academy six-week course starting 
March 6, 1978, will be named Chief upon successful com- 
pletion of his training. The Police Department expenses 
have been below the appropriation, the percentage of 
convictions are up and things seem to be running fairly 
smooth. 


Allan Barton, our New Road Agent and his able crew 
have managed to keep the roads graded, graveled, 
plowed and in general passable and stayed within his 
budget. All this in spite of the fact that 40% of the en- 
tire winter and summer budget was spent in the first 
ten weeks of 1977 before Allan started. This unusually 
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heavy expense was due to heavy snow, expensive break- 
downs and tremendous flooding and washouts in early 
spring that required considerable hired trucks and equip- 
ment. 


The Town of Loudon Tax Map is now a fact. It will be 
upgraded yearly and used to assess taxes by and to have 
a clear and permanent record of who owns what. 


The status of the Town of Loudon Dump is a little bit 
in limbo at this time due to the fact that the State of N. H. 
did not approve our application for a sanitary landfill 
until September 23, 1977, which was too late in the year 
to do the earthwork. We plan to proceed with our sani- 
tary landfill as soon as the weather permits and our open 
dump will be no more before the end of the summer. 


Loudon has finally progressed to an artesian well and 
indoor plumbing at the Town Hall but we are keeping the 
outdoor facility for emergencies and to show “how it used 
to be.” 


Due to the fact that the State of New Hampshire did 
not adopt a budget until long after the property tax bills 
are normally sent out and the town cannot send its tax 
bills until it receives its tax rate from the State the tax 
bills were extremely late this year. This has resulted in 
some confusion over discounts and interest but our tax 
collector, Mary Maxfield, has the situation under control.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Again this year the Highway Department received all 
new personnel. I wish to thank the townspeople for their 
cooperation and patience. 


In March of 1977, due to heavy rain, one week was 
spent hauling gravel to fill washouts. Extra equipment 
hired included three dump trucks, grader and a skidder. 


During the summer, in addition to regular mainte- 
nance, we finished building and surfaced the TRA project 
on Clough Hill Road. This extended from Clarence Gor- 
don’s residence to Route 129. Approximately three hun- 
dred yards of cold patch was distributed on our paved 
roads. A large part of this was on the Ridge Road, Lower 
Ridge, and Clough Hill. Many of the paved roads need to 
be oiled, especially the Ridge Road. 


The temporary bridge on Bear Hill Road was taken out 
and the four foot culvert put back in place. A set of guard 
rails was added and nine yards of concrete put in to hold 
the culvert down in hopes it won’t wash out again. 


After the TRA project was completed, it was culvert 
time. About four hundred feet of new culvert was put in 
and some old culvert was reset. About the same amount 
should be done next year. I believe water control is at 
least 75% of road maintenance. 


Some fall time was spent on repairing snow plows, and 
one old plow was traded for a new truck plow. We used 
snow berms this year to help prevent drifting of snow in 
certain areas around town. A snow berm works about the 
same as a snow fence, only we don’t have to take it down. 
It falls down in the spring by itself. I would like to thank 
all individuals who allowed us to enter their fields to put 
up these berms. 
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A contraversy exists as to the amount of salt that 
should be used on the roads. For the 1977-78 season, we 
purchased approximately 270 tons of salt. I welcome any 
comments on this subject. 


I wish to thank the three regular employees, part time 
help and the Board of Selectmen for their cooperation 
this year.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


August 1977 —- December 1977 


Upon the resignation of Chief Thomas Groleau in Au- 
gust, 1977 I was appointed acting chief and in September 
the selectmen agreed to appoint me chief upon certifica- 
tion by the State of New Hampshire Police Standards and 
Training Council. 


Loudon has become a fast growing town due mainly to 
farm land being sold to land developers, subdivided and 
sold as house lots. Growth means added problems for the 
police, fire and highway departments. 


As inflation increases, so does the cost of running town 
government. The police department is no exception. I 
will, however, do all within my power to decrease un- 
necessary spending. Expenses of the department de- 
creased in the last quarter of this year. 


At the present time, there are only four active mem- 
bers. One full-time and three specials. All specials are 
requested to attend special officers school. Myself and 
two of the specials have met revolver qualifications. 


The town of Loudon is still a member of the Merrimack 
County Dispatch System, a much needed service. The cost 
of this service is less than the town would pay to hire 
necessary personnel and maintain equipment. This sys- 
tem allows the duty officer to be advised of any problems 
and to respond immediately. 


Police department members with the assistance of 
Brian Jaworski held a meeting to see what could be done 
about recreation for the town’s youth. A committee has 
been formed and other town’s facilities and programs are 
being studied. 
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I would like to take this opportunity to thank the town 
selectmen, State Police and Merrimack County Sheriff’s 
Department for their help; but also the residents for 
their help and understanding of their police department. 


Approximately four hundred complaints were an- 
swered. The breakdown is as follows:

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LOUDON VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
1977 REPORT 


In the last 6 years the problems of the Fire Department 
have increased very greatly, from 25 in 1972, 49 in 1978, 
57 in 1974, 83 in 1975. 108 in 1976 and 116 in 1977. As 
this trend continues it makes obtaining volunteers for 
the department more difficult to obtain. We would appre- 
ciate talking to anyone who would be willing to volunteer 
their services. 


With the increase in calls for the department we are 
asking your support in our effort to increase the size of 
the village station. As a new roof is needed at this time 
and when the replacement of the oldest piece of equip- 
ment is needed, a new truck will not fit the present sta- 
tion. It seems appropriate to do both the roof and in- 
crease the space at this time. 


To improve radio communications we are asking for 
$1,500 in Revenue Sharing Funds for the purchase of a 
portable radio. This will help maintain control on the fire 
ground. 


During the last year a great amount of time has been 
spent on training. One man completed a intensive course 
to qualify him as a certified instructor and a second man 
is taking the same course. Three men trained and were 
certified medical technicians. The rest of the department 
spent 525 hours on general training. 


To promote home fire safety the department would 
like to recommend that each home have at least one 
approved smoke detector. The detector will warn of a 
fire at a very early stage of development and allow a 
early evacuation of people. 
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During 1977 we answered the following calls: 


Dwellings — 20 


Chimney — 8 
Medical Emergencies — 17 Mutual Aid — 28 
Brush — 18 Misc. — 25 


We, in the fire service, enjoy working for you. Your 
support in your volunteer Fire Department is very much 
appreciated.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FIRE CHIEF AND 
TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Forest fire control in New Hampshire is a joint state 
and town/city responsibility (RSA 224). 


The Director, Division of Forests and Lands (State 
Forester) appoints a forest fire warden and several dep- 
uty forest fire wardens in each town/city upon the recom- 
mendation of local authorities. 


The local forest fire warden is responsible for forest 
fire prevention and suppression activities in his town. He 
regulates the kindling of outside fires when the ground 
is not covered with snow by the issuance of written per- 
mits only when conditions are safe. He is responsible for 
suppression with the town/city and state sharing the 
cost. Suppression costs in excess of 1% of 1% of the 
assessed valuation of the town are assumed by the state. 


The state provides training for the local fire organiza- 
tion and helps coordinate activities between towns/ cities. 
The state also supports local forces with backup person- 
nel, equipment, and supplies for suppression and pre- 
vention. 


This combination of state and local cooperation, started 
in 1893, works well, for New Hampshire has enjoyed one 
of the smallest acreage losses due to forest fires in the 
United States for the past 25 years.

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LOUDON PLANNING BOARD 


The Loudon Planning Board has had a busy year re- 
sponding to requests for subdivisions, building permits 
and business permits. We acted on many two and three 
lot subdivisions throughout the town, a 12 lot subdivision 
on Youngs Hill Road and a 9 lot subdivision on Lesmares 
Road. Also 30 new houses were approved for construc- 
tion. Your board approved several requests for small 
businesses such as an antique shop, repair garage and 
others. We also have had several requests for large scale 
gravel pit operations which would include washing aggre- 
gate, rock crushing, concrete manufacturing and asphalt 
manufacturing. As these gravel operations will have a 
substantial impact on Loudon and specifically on the 
Soucook River Corridor, we have submitted a gravel pit 
ordinance for your consideration. 


Our town is experiencing considerable growth and the 
board felt a need to put some order in planning for 
Loudon’s future. It was decided a Master Plan would 
assist the board in guiding Loudon’s growth. This master 
plan is now being drawn up by interested townspeople 
and the Planning Board with help from the Central New 
Hampshire Regional Planning Commission.
